Holmes told prison authorities 
he sqlved the problem of water 
seepage in his tunnel by scoop­ 
ing out an underground drain six 
feet in diameter. 
He said he 
drained out as much as IOO gal­ 
lons of water in a night. 
Holmes declared that he pour­ 
ed both water and dirt from the 
tunnel into his cell toilet. 
The “dinner time” burglar 
was recaptured In his f i r s t 
hour back in Baltimore Satur­ 
day night when he robbed a 
woman of $5. 
She screamed 
and police cornered ’he man 
in a howling afley after a run­ 
ning gunfight. 
For his two weeks of freedom, 
Holmes now faces:

Industry History Told . 
(Concluded From Saturday) 
“ E arly woolen mills were op­ 
erated by a Mr. Reed, P. B. and 
J. G. Doddridge, and one south 
of the Doddridge mill was oper­ 
ated by David Miller. 
“ There were also s e v e r a l 
carding m achines in operation. 
One was run by Jacob Diffen- 
baugh and another was built by 
Frank Head on, Hargus c r e e k 
near the old Circleville cre a m ­ 
ery. 
“ About 1840 G. A. H artm ever 
established a soap and candle 
factory which he conducted until 
his death in 1874. 
“ The only flour mill of early 
Circleville was that of J. G. Dod­ 
dridge 
\n d 
Company 
which 
stood back 
of the 
E sm eralda 
Canning Company on the 
o l d 
canal. It w'as run by w ater and 
turned out IOO barrels every 24 
hours. 
“ In the early history of the 
town there were a num ber 
of 
shoe factories, saddle and h ar­ 
ness m akers, potteries, cabinet 
and chair m akers and hat m an­ 
ufacturers. 
“ Andrew' Cradlebaugh was a 
saddler and shoe m aker as was 
Ja m e s Bell.” 
“ A few of the early business 
places 
advertised 
their w ares 
and places of m anufacture and 
offered to trade their products 
for wheat, whiskey, linen, linsey, 
beeswax, feathers or cash. 
“ Some of the advertisers were 
Jacob Leiby, saddler; William 
Martin, shoes; Johnzey O. Wol­ 
ford, pottery; cabinet work. J a c ­ 
obs and P iper; Joseph Hoselton, 
new and cheap hats. 
“ There w ere four large 
tan ­ 
neries operated by Cradlebaugh, 
Robert 
Hayes, 
Howard 
and 
Jackson and George and Wil­ 
liam Roth who bought the How­ 
ard and Jackson tannery in 1871 
for $10,000. This w’rs one of the 
largest and best known tanneries 
in the country. Another tannery 
was also run by Ja m e s Long. 
“ As early as 1836 Circleville 
had a brew ery located between 
Court and Scioto street known as 
the Wilkes brewery. In 1843 Phil­ 
ip Click, w'ho had bought t h e 
business from Wilkes, erected a 
brick building along H a r g u s 
creek on 
North Court 
street. 
Click later sold the brew ery to 
K rim m el and Hoover. Ed Hel- 
wagen now lives on the 
s i t e 
where the brewery stood. 
“ A Mr. 
Goeller operated 
a 
brew ery on Corwin street oppo­ 
site the school building w h i c h 
was later owned by a Mr. Ebert. 
“ In 1839 William B auder m ade 
the first bugg 
in Circleville and 
Isaac D arst and a Mr. Y e r in g ­ 
ton started a foundry which was 
sold to Judge Bierce who estab­ 
lished the firm of Bierce 
and 
Bright. In 1864 the property was 
acquired by Haswell and Wright. 
“ William Schwartz established 
a blacksmith shop at the corner 
of Franklin end 
P i c k a w a y 
street. 
“ There were six cooper shops 
in Circleville in those Jays m ak­ 
ing flour and pork barrels and 
some casks. The owners were

“ Th* pork packing business

cern was started by Olds a n d 
McCoy which w'as later sold to 
Atwater and Groce. 
“ The raising of broom 
corn 
was begun by people n a m e d 
Gales. Eatons then took over the 
business which was later op erat­ 
ed by the Smiths. 
“ Many other industries started 
in the late ’60 such as the Heff­ 
ner Milling Company, G oeller’s 
broom factory and the canning 
industry started by Cyrus Sears. 
Mrs Crom an concluded: 
“ Those that I have given were 
all started before 1860 as you can 
see that Circleville was not back­ 
ward in the early days of m anu­ 
facturing.”

But tactical fighting 
will be in the hands of the Royal 
Air Force and it is still an open 
question as to whether bombing 
or fighting was the m ajor fac­ 
tor in the defeat and destruction 
j of G erm any. 
Eisenhower, whose appoint­ 
ment as supreme North Atlan­ 
tic P art commander was—ag 
Churchill said — “ a c c e p t e d 
cheerfully” by Great Britain, 
has stressed the need for ut­ 
most collaboration and cooper­ 
ation.

stressing the m enace of Com m u­ 
nism to a free world. 
In all likelihood he anticipat­ 
ed less trouble with G reat Brit­ 
ain than with any of the Conti­ 
nental nations, 
whose 
leaders 
and 
population 
obviously 
are 
shrinking from the sacrifice of 
I national sovereignty which mu­ 
tual defense ir bound to entail. 
If Churchill requests a debate. 
m any hitherto unknown factors 
of the defense organization may 
be made public. 
He may have started a ball 
rolling that will be difficult to 
control. If the 
British people 
really become 
convinced 
that 
they and their “ senior service” 
are being slighted, a public de­ 
mand for 
postm ortem s 
might 
reach avalanche proportions.

Veterans Administration rules 
forbid the starting of another 
course after the 
July 
cutoff 
date once a current cQurse has 
been 
completed 
or 
discon­ 
tinued. 
• 
Shea said that the VA consid­ 
ers correspondence courses as 
independent within themselves, 
not stepping stones to school res­ 
ig n e e study. 
“ A veteran who completes a 
correspondence course after July 
2 will not be entitled to further 
classroom training, even though 
in the sam e field,” he explained, 
adding: 
*

• 
“ BUT HE COULD take more 
advanced work by correspond- J 
ence, providing it was considered 
a further step toward his educa­ 
tional goal.” 
Where correspondence courses I 
are given 
as supplements to j 
classroom training, 
the 
basic j 
course m ust have begun before 
the 1951 cutoff date. 
“ For instance, a veteran plan­ 
ning to take on-the-job training 
could not enroll in supplemen­ 
tary 
correspondence 
training 
now and expect to begin his job 
training after July 25,” S h e a 
0id. 
He explained that the July 
deadline applies to veterans 
discharged from military serv­ 
ice before July 25, 1947. 
Those discharged after t h a t 
date have four years from the 
date of discharge to start GI 
training. 
Shea said veterans could ob­ 
tain further information by con­ 
tacting his office in the base­ 
m ent of Pickaway Courthouse.
